What can we in our neighborhood do 


about a man who keeps chickens in his 
backyard? The chickens are smelly and 
noisy, and he kills them right there in 
his yard. We live in a nice residential 
neighborhood here in town. Is it legal to 
raise chickens in a residential neigh- 
borhood? 


It is legal to raise such fowl unless the 


chickens constitute a nuisance to neigh- 
bors. It is illegal to allow chickens to 
run free in the city. 


The City Code, under the heading of 


"Animals and Fowl" (Chapter 13,) says 
in Section 1, paragraph D: "Keeping of 
Chickens, 
Pigeons, 
Rabbits, 
Etc., 


Under Certain Conditions Constitutes a 
Nuisance: The keeping or causing to be 
kept any 
chicken, geese, 
ducks, 


guineas, pigeons, or rabbits in pens or 
enclosed area kept in such a manner as 
to become offensive, producing odors 
capable of annoying persons living in 
the vicinity, or kept in an unclean 
condition, as determined by the City 
Sanitarian, is hereby declared to be a 
nuisance." 


Since you say the chickens are 


creating a nuisance, you or one of your 
neighbors will likely have to file a 
complaint with the city to have the 
chickens removed. 


Contact the police department about 


filing such a complaint. The city health 
department, at the request of the 
police, 
will then investigate your 


complaint.

Ballenger 
said

"assumes" you are talking about a 
public street in this instance. 


Ballenger says, though, that drivers 


should also understand the rights of 
property owners and not block their 
driveways. 


After reading numerous items on 


abused children, the thought came to 
me that I may be able to join an 
organization that is trying to do 
something about it.

together to help one another. Usually 
the way it works is that Parents 
Anonymous will have a phone number 
for parents to call whenever they 
become angered or violent toward their 
children. 


At the other end of that phone is a 


parent who was once a child abuser, 
and who understands the frustrations 
and will listen to the problems of the 
caller.

Parents 
Anonymous, 
where 
in- 


formation is available for organizing a 
local chapter, is 1-800-421-0353. 


And Thelma Prior, who works with 


children and child-related problems 
through the local Welfare Department 
office, says she would be interested in 
helping you organize such a group here. 
She said she would be glad to talk with 
you and offer wluitever assistance she 
can in such an endeavor.

New industry hinted 
j 


City Manager Dick Ballenger hinted of a 


business employing up to 500 people coming to 
town during the Tuesday night meeting of the 
Corsicana City Commission. 


Ballenger made reference to the industry 


while asking for commission approval to 
proceed with annexation plans for about 110 
acres on the eastern city limits. 


Ballenger said the three property owners of 


the acreage had all written letters to the city 
asking for the annexation. The Cotton Belt 
Railroad owns 80 acres, the Corsicana In- 
dustrial Foundation owns 20 acres and 
Navarro County owns one acre. 


Ballenger said the annexation would allow 


the eventual location of two industries. Abex 
Corporation has already announced plans for 
an industry to service the undercarriages of 
rail cars. Ballenger said there are also plans 
for a brake lining firm which .would supply 
railroad cars and large trucks. 


It is this second plant that Ballenger said 


would employ 500 people. 


Rex Carpenter, executive secretary of the 


Chamber of Commerce, said this morning 
that he thought the 500 people to be employed 
at the new location were connected with still 
another industry prospect and not the Abex 
projects. 


Riding the crest of almost 


unanimous backing from the 
two boxes in East Corsicana, 
Irene Boozer blasted her two 
opponents in Tuesday's special 
election to fill the city com- 
mission seat vacated upon H.R. 
Stroube's election as mayor. 


Miss Boozer becomes the first 


black woman to ever serve on 
the commission and only the 
second black or second woman 
to hold such an office. 


And while she outpolled Geral 


Nichols and Eddie Wilson by a 
total margin of 392 to 4 in boxes 
1 and 2, Miss Boozer also out- 
polled the other candidates in 
the city's seven other boxes. 


Contacted this morning, Miss 


Boozer thanked all who sup- 
ported her and promised to do 
her best to live up to the sup- 
port. 


"I am greatly pleased with 


the support I received," Miss 
Boozer said, ''and I shall honor 
the voters' confidence within 
my ability to serve as a city 
commissioner. 


"I have a forward outlook 


toward making service con- 
tributions that will benefit the 
city as well as the citizens," she 
said. 


Miss Boozer finished the night 


with 725 votes to 303 for Nichols 
and 250 for Wilson. 


Nichols got no votes from the 


eastside and Wilson picked up 
but four from box 1 where 228 
voters turned out, the largest 
number at any voting precinct. 
Miss Boozer picked up the 
remaining 224 from this box and 
all 168 tallied at Pet. 2. 


In all, she won 56 per cent of 


the ballots and carried five of 
the city's boxes to four for 
Nichols and none for Wilson. 


Wilson did finish second or 


tied for second in six of the 
precincts. 


Miss Boozer, who finished 


third 
in the 
April regular 


election of two commissioners, 
picked up nearly as many votes 
this time around even though 
the voter turnout was less than 
half of her first race. 


Wilson, running for the first 


time, had no comment on the 
race. 


Nichols, who has now been 


defeated in two commission 
races and one mayoral contest 
in the past four years, could not 
be reached for comment.

Lacking in 162 areas 


County jail meets most requirements

The County Jail is out of 


compliance with less than half 
of the 366 new jail standards 
according to the study con- 
ducted by the Texas Com- 
mission on Jail Standards. 


According 
to 
the 
report, 


which Sheriff Jerry Shelton 
released Tuesday, 162 areas of 
the mandatory 
and 
recom- 


mended 
minimum 
standards 


for 
the 
jail 
are 
in non- 


compliance with the total 366 
requirements. 


Copies of the report have been 


sent to commissioners and the 
county judge. Shelton says he 
intends to formally present it to 
the Commissioners Court at its 
meeting Monday. 


THE JAIL, according to the 


report, does meet a total of 204 
of the mandatory and recom- 
mended standards 


Among the 107 mandatory 


requirements the jail fails to 
meet are the number of single 
cells needed. The report says 16 
single cells are 
needed 
to 


augment the two presently in 
use. 


The report states also that 


multiple-occupancy cells on the 
second and third floor do not 
contain the minimum square 
footage required. The square 
footage required for those cells 
is 40 square feet of clear floor 
space for one inmate, and 18 
square feet of clear floor space 
for each additional inmate in 
the cell. 


THE REPORT, according to 


Guy Van Cleave, executive 
director of the Commission on 
Jail Standards, is not a notice of 
noncompliance or a "Remedial 
Order", both of which would 
require immediate action by the 
county. 


The purpose of the report is to 


let the sheriff and the county 
commissioners know what the 
jail 
inspectors 
found. 
Van 


Cleave said, in the report's 
cover letter, that before the Jail 
Commission takes any action, 
the county will have an op- 
portunity to discuss the results 
with representatives from the 
commission. 


"We understand each county 


has 
unique 
needs 
and 


problems," Van Cleave said, 
"The 
Commission 
will 
not 


expect any county to correct 
every problem overnight. Some 
of 
the 
problems 
may 
be 


corrected with minimum time 
and money. Others may require 
more time, money and effort." 


SHELTON SAID he felt the 


jail inspectors treated the jail 
fairly. He did, however, make a 
few exceptions. 


The report says "This jail is 


presently operating without the 


benefit of the following written 
plans 
as 
required 
by 
the 


standards: 
classification 


(separating 
felony 
and 


misdemeanor inmates along the 
line of juveniles and males and 
females), 
medical 
services, 


sanitation, inmate discipline, 
education and 
rehabilitation, 


library, 
inmate 
privileges, 


female processing, emergency 
plans, and fire prevention and 
suppression." 


Shelton says that during the 


lawsuit against the jail, he 
submitted to Federal 
Judge 


Sarah T. Hughes these kinds of 
plans. 


"We have an oral agreement 


with the Ellis County Sheriff's 
Department for them to take 
our 
prisoners 
in 
times 
of 


emergency like they did last 
week," Shelton said. 


DURING 
THE 
demon- 


strations last week ten inmates 


from 
Navarro County 
were 


taken to Waxahachie for two 
days to provide more room in 
the jail here. 


Shelton 
adds 
that 
GED 


classes are held periodically in 
the jail. He explained the other 
procedures 
listed 
by 
the 


commission are being written 
up by Chief Jailer Roy McNeel. 


According to the report the 


jail plumbing "is generally in 
disrepair 
and 
poorly 
func- 


tioning" 
and 
the 
electrical 


wiring "does not meet statutory 
inspection requirements." 
. Under Life Safety Rules, the 
report says, "There is a high 
hazard because of a lack of fire 
fighting 
equipment, 
smoke 


removal and fire exits." There 
are no hoses and fire ex- 
tinguishers available for fire 
fighting. 


THE JAIL 
LAYOUT, the 


report states, does not allow for 


the passage of ambulance cots 
to inmate living areas. It also 
lists the lack of emergency 
security doors and emergency 
exits. 


The report cites a need for 


more supervision of inmates. 
The jail standards require a 
corrections officer on duty 24 
hours a day on each floor of the 
jail when ten or more inmates 
are housed on that floor. 


Presently there is only one 


jailer on duty in the jail during 
each eight-hour shift. Remote 
controls for the sliding cell 
doors are not working and there 
is no provision for opening the 
doors outside of the inmate 
living areas. 


Shelton 
said 
the 
list of 


"inadequacies in the jail" were 
"no news to me". He added he 
felt the commissioners would 
take a close look at the report 
and work toward remedying the 
problem. 


298 will repeat school grade

"We once again have set 


standards 
of 
academic 


achievement for every grade 
level," Culwell said last Sep- 
tember. "A student must meet, 
this standai :1 before passing on 
to the next level, and I an- 
ticipate a large number of 
retentions this yji"."

THAT 
PROGRAM, which 


provided students 
with two

allowing them to be promoted 
with their class. 


"We didn't help every kid in 


the extended school day, I'm 
sure," Culwell said, "but we 
feel like we helped quite a few of 
the 400 kids involved. If we had 
not had this program, the

have been much larger." 


Culwell n:d nearly half of the 


total number of failures this 
year came from grades one, 
five, and six. The smallest 
number came from the second 
grade, he said.

The 298 students who were 


retained, along with more who

them up to grade level, but 
Culwell says he doesn't think 
the majority will be able to 
catch up by the end of the 
summer term. 


Meanwhile, the district is 


planning special classes for 
next 
year 
which will be 


designed for slower learners, 
and for students who have 
already had to repeat a grade 
level. He said he hopes that 
such classes will provide suf- 
ficient 
individualized 
in- 


struction to bring those students 
up to an acceptable level of 
achievement. 


"The fact is that the so- 


called slow learner can learn 
and can learn well, it just takes 
him a little longer to do so," 
Culwell said in an interview last 
September. "This could mean 
that this student is not going to 
complete 
his 
public school 


education in the 12 years nor- 
mally prescribed. We would be 
doing this child an injustice to 
rush him through school and 
have him graduate with an 
inferior education because we 
have placed a time restriction 
on him." 


Culwell said Tuesday he has 


heard from only on parent who 
opposed a student's retention 
this year. The overall lack of 


protest over the failures, he 
said, was due to teachers and 
principals 
keeping 
parents 


informed throughout the year of 
student progress. 


"I 
think 
these 
parents 


understand that we're trying to 
do what's best for the kids, for 
their education."

Outdated methods costly in Congressional printing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gressional printing costs are 
topping $100 million this year 
because of a rising tide of docu- 
ments, an antiquated printing 
plant and outdated typesetting 
methods. 


Congress was criticized by a 


senatorial commission last year 
for poor management of its 
printing, and it is behind the 
newspaper industry and several 
state legislatures in adopting 
new technology that could save 
taxpayers an estimated $15 mil- 
lion to $25 million a year. 


Its printing is done in an 


eight-story building complex, 
some of it built in 1901, which 
is 
full 
of production bot- 


tlenecks. 


Today, Congress charges the 


taxpayers $54 a page for print- 
ing its bills, resolutions and 
amendments. The ' New York 
State Legislature does the same 
job for $22 a page. 


Congressional printing costs 


have risen 1,000 per cent in 20 
years, nine times faster than 
the cost of living. It is an esti- 
mated $101 million this year, 
one-tenth of the $1 billion legis- 
lative branch budget. 


A chief cause is the increas- 


ing appetite of Congress for 
printed matter. Printing of 
bills, resolutions and amend- 
ments rose 23 per cent from 
1970 to last year. 


Among the items which the 


last Congress ordered to be 
printed were 3,500 copies of 
"Prayers of the Chaplain of the 
Senate," which cost $4.77 per 
copy; 2,200 copies of "Unveiling 
of Portrait of Hon. J.A. Haley" 
at $2.64 per copy, and 5,200 
copies of "Proceedings of 47th 
Meeting of American Instruc- 
tors of the Deaf" at $9.09 per 
copy. 


Attempts to limit volume 


have been largely unsuccessful. 
Often the same articles are 
printed twice in the Congres- 
sional Record, the daily report 
of Senate and House. proceed- 
ings. It costs $320 per page to 
print the Record. 


For many newspapers and 


state legislatures the answer to 
rising printing costs has been 
automation, and the Commis- 
sion on the Operation of the 
Senate last year said Congress 
might save taxpayers $15 mil- 
Lion a year or more if it speeds 
up its own efforts in this area. 


Top officials at the Govern- 


ment Printing Office say they 
have automated much of the 
work they do for the executive 
branch and are beginning to 
move on congressional work. 


"You can only move so 


fast,"says GPO boss Thomas 
McCormick. 


Automation commonly uses a 


video editing machine, essen- 
tially a typewriter keyboard 
that produces words on a tele- 
vision screen and stores them 
in a computer. The labor costs, 
delays and typographical errors 
of old-fashioned typesetting are 
eliminated because the comput- 
er can produce copy that is 
transformed into printing plates 
through photographic process- 
es. 


Twenty-eight state 
legisla- 


tures already draft bills on 
computers, according to the 
National Conference of State 
Legislatures. 
Congress uses 


typewriters. 


Congress still relies mainly 


on 
molten-metal typesetting 


machines, some of them 37 
years old. But since 1970 the na- 
tion's 
daily 
newspapers 


scrapped 82 per cent of their 
hot-metal machines for more 
modern equipment, according 
to the American Newspaper 
Publisher Association. 


But it was not until April 28 


of this year that, the Joint Com- 
mittee on Printing set up a 
small staff task force to study 
ways of using editing machines 
for drafting and printing bills, 
hearings and reports. 


Denver Dickerson, staff di- 


rector of the committee, says 
"to move any faster at this 
point would cause chaos and be 
counter-productive." 


The Government Printing Of- 


fice has taken large strides to- 
ward automating its own print- 
ing operations. It is entering all 
federal laws and regulations on 
computer memories to simplify 
the yearly task of printing up- 
dated compilations. It is in- 
stalling new computers that 
can produce a page of photo- 
ready copy from magnetic tape 
in five seconds. 


GPO has nearly completed 


automation of the Federal Reg- 
ister, the daily publication of 
new and proposed federal regu- 
lations. It projects that the 
costs per page, after rising ev- 
ery year for more than a dec- 
ade, will go down 11 per cent 
next year. 


But there is yet no move to 


automate 
the Congressional 


Record, whose costs per page 
are projected to go up 8 per 
cent next year to $347. 


While GPO has been auto- 


mating the back end of many 
printing operations, Congress 
has done relatively little to 
automate the front by typing 
bills, transcripts, reports and 
other documents on computers. 
So GPO must retype nearly all 
Congressional copy on type- 


setting machines at a labor 
cost of more than $10 an hour. 


Senate commission consultant 


Albert J. Abrams, in a report 
made public earlier this year, 
estimated that $15 million to 
$25 million could be saved 
through automated 
printing. 


GPO boss McCormick esti- 
mates potential savings at 15 
per cent to 20 per cent when 
automation is completed, which 
he says will be in 1980 or 1982. 


His timetable may be opti- 


mistic given the track record of 
Congress so far. GPO has been 


trying since 1954 to get con- 
gessional approval for a new, 
modern printing plant to re- 
place the present relic. 


Congress vetoed two proposed 


sites, one of them to make way 
for a federally assisted "new 
town" that was never built and 
the second because of com- 
plaints by the District of Co- 
lumbia 
government 
that it 


would move jobs away from 
black city residents and into 
predominately white suburban 
Maryland. 


Commission 
consultant 


Abrams said $200,000 a year 
could be saved by printing bills 
on newsprint paper used in 
many state legislatures rather 
than on the doubly expensive 
book-grade paper preferred by 
Congress. He also suggested us- 
ing narrower margins, smaller 
type and less white space be- 
tween lines on congressional 
bills, thus getting more words 
on each page. 


But John J. Boyle, the GPO's 


chief of operations, says news- 
print would jam his presses 


and cost more in extra labor 
costs than it saves in cheaper 
material, And McComick says 
he . doubts that congressmen 
would tolerate smaller type on 
bills. 


"The older they are, the big- 


ger they want it," he said. 


Abrams said one reason Con- 


gress hasn't moved more quick- 
ly is that its printing is con- 
trolled by the Joint Committee 
on Printing, a hybrid Senate- 
House body that meets once or 
twice a year, has had three dif- 
ferent chairmen in the past 


year and whose members say 
they consider their other duties 
more important. Abrams pro- 
posed that it be abolished and 
its duties performed by profes- 
sional staff members of the 
Senate and House appropria- 
tions committees, which control 
the money. 


Current chairman Sen. How- 


ard W. Cannon, D-Nev., says he 
finds it tough to get his col- 
leagues to approve money re- 
quired 
to 
buy 
cost-cutting 


equipment. 


"It's hard to get Congress to 


move to cha nge the old ways," 
he said in an interview. 


"It's not like private enter- 


prise. They don't look at it 
from a business management 
standpoint," he said. 


Cannon said his committee 


has been pushing for years for 
a modern GPO building, but 
other congressional committees 
won't authorize the money. 


Cannon tries to hold down 


costs by persuading other com- 
mittee chairmen to drop re- 


quests for needless 
printing 


jobs, but with limited success. 
He says his jawboning has- 
saved anywhere up to $50,000 at 
a time, a drop in the $100 mil- 
lion bucket.

taboos against certain foods. 
For example, in some areas 
leafy green vegetables are con- 
sidered unsuitable for children. 


Vet, according to Dr. L. J. 


Teply. L'NICEF senior nutri- 
tionist, a half-cup a day of 
leaves from the "drumstick 
tree," common for adults in 
much of India, is sufficient to 
prevent blindness in children. 


To treat extreme cases, said 


the NRC spokesman, the center 
gives Vitamin A injections or 
capsules. 
The 
government 


recently announced plans to ex- 
pand a preventive program 
started in 1970 which provides 
large-dose Vitamin A capsules 
two or three times yearly to 
children aged 5 years and un- 
der. 


The program is expected to 


reach all states and territories 
of India by the end of 1977 and 
cover about four million of In- 
dia's 100 million children in this 
age group. A target of 12 mil- 
lion has been set for the next 
five years.

program began 
in 


Bangladesh in 1973. when nutri- 
tion blindness increased during 
the food shortage that followed 
that country's war of independ- 
ence. UNICEF then airlifted in 
the first 15 million capsules, 
which cost less than a penny 
each to make.

Referendum. 


Registration 
for 
the 


referendum is taking place 
June 6-17, and cattle producers 
who wish to vote must register 
before the June 17 deadline. 
Actual voting will take place at 
the ASCS office between July 5- 
15. 


The referendum, if approved 


by two-thirds of the cattle 
producers 
voting, 
would 


authorize the first nationwide 
self-help program for the beef 
industry. Using the value-added 
system, each cattle producer 
would contribute three-tenths of 
one per cent (30 cents per $100) 
of the value of each animal sold.

partnership or similar business 
is considered as only a single 
entity for the purpose of voting 
in the referendum. There is no 
age 
limit 
or 
minimum 


requirements of numbers of 
cattle owned, so 4-H and FFA 
members having owned a beef 
club project in the last 12 
months can vote. Any question 
about bona fide ownership can 
be resolved by tax records, 
sales slips, registration papers 
or any other valid papers.

Local doctors unfamiliar 
with or against Laetrile 


Controversy surrounding the 


so-called cancer curing miracle 
drug, Laetrile, has continued to 
grow among patients, doctors, 
and lawmakers. The Texas 
legislature has passed a bill 
allowing the use of Laetrile by 
doctors in treating cancer but it 
has not received Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe's 
signature. 
Doctors 


throughout the United States, 
including those in Corsicana, 
are awaiting the decision on the 
bill. 


Several local doctors 
feel 


very strongly about the drug's 
ineffectiveness while others are 
not familiar with the drug. 


DR. JOHN NELSON called 


Laetrile 
"ineffective 


medication" and said he would 
encourage 
his 
patients 
to 


receive help elsewhere. Nelson 
said 
the 
M.D. Anderson 


Hospital in Houston is one of the 
best cancer treatment centers 
around and added he would 
prefer his patients to seek 
medication at the hospital. Dr. 
Nelson also said that many well- 
known organizations, such as 
the FDA, are against the use of 
the drug. 


The U.S. Food and Drug 


Administration has not ap- 
proved the use of Laetrile in 
treating 
cancer 
and 
the 


American Cancer Association 
calls the drug worthless and 
that it keeps cancer victims 
from seeking more effective 
treatment. 


Dr. Charles Biltz does not 


plan to advise his patients to use 
Laetrile as a cancer treatment. 


"THE RESEARCH has failed 


to demonstrate 
effectiveness, 


Dr. Biltz said, and the effort of 
research should be directed to 
other 
drugs 
that 
will 
be 


beneficial to the patients." 


Although enough tests have 


been performed on Laetrile to 
convince many doctors of the 


drugs' ineffectiveness, there 
are still more experiments 
planned. The National Cancer 
Institute 
is "seriously con- 


sidering" using humans to test 
the 
medical 
usefulness of 


Laetrile. 


Dr. Kent Rogers brought up 


the fact that alot of research 
had already 
been done on 


Laetrile. He said that Laetrile 
had been reintroduced after it 
has 
already 
been 
proven 


ineffective in curing cancer. Dr. 
Rogers said that the drug was 
sent 
to 
three 
well-known 


research centers including the 
Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering 


Cancer Center in New York and 
there was no "beneficial effect 
through the studies." 
MANY INDIVIDUALS used 
the drug and thought it cured 
them Dr. Rogers said. They 
were then tied up with the drug 
emotionally and felt that other 
people should know about the 
new cancer curing drug they 
had found added Dr. Rogers. 


Dr. Rogers said that the drug 


gave the patient a positive 
attitude therefore he began to 
feel better after using the drug. 
He also stated that the drug has 
many positive emotional fac- 
tors but there is "no scientific 
evidence that it works." 


"Laetrile does no harm ex- 


cept maybe deprive the patient 


of other useful drugs," said Dr. 
Kent Rogers. 


Dr. Dave Campbell admit 


that he is not that familiar wit 
Laetrile but adds "what I hav 
read in medical journals prove 
it to be ineffective." 


DR. ALLEN JONES also wi 


not familiar with the canci 
drug saying "I really have i 
medical knowledge concernir 
the substance." 


Dr. Louis Gibson was ah 


unfamiliar with the drug savin 
he could not comment "on tt 
good or bad of the substance. 


Laetrile, 
is the chemici 


amygdalin which is in apricc 
and peach 
pits and bltte 


almonds, has been used L 
Mexico by patients from tto 
United States. Mexico is one o 
the 27 countries where Laetrili 
is legal. 


It is felt by some opponents oi 


Laetrile 
that 
with 
its 


legalization, unethical clinics 
would pop up and many people 
would use the drug as a get rich 
scheme. 


If Gov. Briscoe does sign the 


bill that has been sent before 
him, then Texas will join 
Alaska, 
Florida, 
Indiana, 


Arizona, 
and 
Nevada 
in 


legalizing the use of Laetril in 
treating cancer. 
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
